1 . REQUEST EMBASSY PASS FOLLOWING MESSAGE DATED MARCH 18 
TO KAZAKOV OF HYDROMET FROM CURTIS BOHLEN, COORDINATOR FOR 
AREA V. 

2. BEGIN QUOTE: WITH REFERENCE TO YOUR LETTER TO MR. 

STROTHER OF FEB. 4, 1977, AND TO THE SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR 
BERING SEA JOINT CRUISE, WE HAVE NOW PUT TOGETHER A TENTA- 
TIVE COMBINATION OF SCIENTISTS COVERING MOST OF SUBJECTS 
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SUGGESTED IN YOUR PROPOSAL PLUS OTHER SUBJECTS WHICH NOT 
SPECIFICALLY SUGGESTED BUT WHICH U.S. SIDE CONSIDERS RELE- 
VANT. 

THIS COMBINATION REMAINS TENTATIVE UNTIL WE ARE ABLE TO CON- 
FIRM THAT FUNDS ARE AVAILABLE. HOWEVER, WE ARE HOPEFUL 
THAT FUNDS WILL BE FOUND FOR FULL U.S. PARTICIPATION. WITH 
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THIS EXPECTATION, WE PLAN TO SEND A WORKING GROUP OF THREE 

PERSONS TO MOSCOW IN APRIL TO PLAN THE CRUISE WITH SOVIET 
COUNTERPARTS. 

3. THE AMERICAN TEAM IS STILL IN A FORMATIVE STAGE AS FAR 
AS INDIVIDUAL PARTICIPANTS ARE CONCERNED BUT IS FIRM WITH 
RESPECT TO SUBJECT MATTER. THE FOLLOWING IS A BREAKDOWN 
BY SUBJECT: 

A. AIR-SEA INTERACTION (CORRESPONDING TO ITEM 19.B-5. 1 

OF THE SOVIET PROPOSAL - MOSCOW 07916), INCLUDES MEASURING 
OF C-l THROUGH C-4 HYDROCARBONS IN WATER COLUMN AND METHANE 
AND CARBON MONOXIDE IN ATMOSPHERE. EQUIPMENT WILL INCLUDE 
GAS CHROMATOGRAPH. SCIENTIST IS DR. ROBERT LAMONTAGNE, 

NAVAL RESEARCH LABORATORY. WASHINGTON, D.C. 

B. HEAVY METALS IN WATER COLUMN INCLUDING SURFACE WATER 
MICROLAYER, SCIENTIST TO BE DESIGNATED. (N.B. AEROSOLS ARE 
NOT, AS OF NOW, COVERED EITHER IN THIS OR OTHER CONTEXTS 
BUT CONSIDERATION BEING GIVEN TO ADDING A PERSON FOR THIS 
PURPOSE.) 

C. CHLORINATED HYDROCARBONS, PCB'S PHENOLS, ETC., IN 
MARINE ORGANISMS. SCIENTIST TO BE DESIGNATED FROM THE 
INSTITUTE OF MARINE SCIENCE, UNIVERSITY OF ALASKA.FAIRBANKS

E. PHYTOPLANKTON AND BACTERIA (22.B-5.4). SCIENTISTS: 

DR. RICHARD IVERSON, DEPARTMENT OF OCEANOGRAPHY, FLORIDA 
STATE UNIVERSITY, TALLAHASSEE. WILL BE CHIEFLY RESPONSIBLE 
FOR THIS SECTION BUT WILL NOT BE ABLE TO GO ON CRUISE. HIS 
CHIEF ASSISTANT, DR. VERN MYERS, WILL WORK ON PHYTOPLANKTON 
VERTICAL DISTRIBUTION, PRODUCTIVITY CHLOROPHYL AND SPECIES 
ANALYSIS. PHYTOPLANKTON BACTERIA INTERACTION WILL BE COV- 
ERED BY DR. WAYNE BELL, DEPARTMENT OF OCEANOGRAPHY, MIDDLE-

OF SCIENTIFIC MATERIAL, A COMPLEMENT OF TWELVE IS APPRO- 
PRIATE BUT IF ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY WE COULD GET ALONG WITH 
ELEVEN WITHOUT SACRIFICING ANY OF THE EIGHT SUBJECTS DE- 
LINEATED ABOVE.
